stand and so do not appreciate the real meaning of our ritual. 
They, therefore, parody the ceremonies and everything connected 
with them, thus presenting Jews to their readers as some 
strange, esoteric creatures indulging in absurd religious practices. 
The mannerin which these are retailed cannot do other than seriously 
misrepresent our great and glorious religion, and cannot do other- 
wise, toc, than tend to depreciate us in the eyes of our fellow-citizens. 
As these accounts are printed, they doubtless form what is known 
among journalists as good “copy.” The funnier our religious 
customs are made to appear, the more valuable the “copy.” [ft 
thus behoves all Jews who care anything for either their religion 
or their people to discourage this attention that is so incontinently 
pressed, if we may so put it, upom us: There surely could not be 
anything more ridiculous, untrue, but none the less deleterious to 
Jews and Judaism, wheu read by readers ignorant of what Yom 
Auppyr truly is, than the nonsensical statement that appeared in 
the Daily Sketch—and we mention that by way of a most awful 
example.

Minister and Congregation. 


We venture tocom mend toour readers—and not to our layreaders 
only—a perusal of the admirable message with which Dr. Davip pr 
SOLA Poon greeted his congregants of the Shearith Yisrael Synagogue 
in New York onhis becoming their Minister. ‘The document isof much 
value, it occurs to us, because it shows with such forceful clearness 
not alone the true position of the Jewish Minister in relation to 
those over whom he is set in spiritual control, but also the attitude 
in which the Minister ought to be regarded by his congregation. 
Dr. Poon rightly sees that, first and foremtost and all the time. the 
Minister must be the teacher of his community, and that only if be is 
able by imparting his knowledge and histearning to those who are 
brought under his influence can he hope to maintain in health and 
vigour their Jewish spirit, Jewish loyalty, and Jewish devotion. Aas 
Dr. Poor puts it, only those who know Judaism, only those who have 
a knowledge of what Judaism stands for in the world, ean appreciate 
the priceless heritage which is the Jew's. Only thus can those who 
remain faithful to that heritage realise how the needed sacrifice 
or the burden is amply worth while, and only thus can those who 
are prone to stray away understand what they are yielding wp when 
they decide no longer to remain children of the House of Israel.

Sas Kippur Reflections. 


By MEnrror. 


S is usual after the Day of Days in the Jewish calendar, I 
_ , mean of course Yom Aippur, my post-bag contained this 
year many communications telling of personal experiences. 
There are letters that told of the thonghts that surged to 
the minds of my correspondents as they took part in the 
wonderfal ritual. assigned to the celebration, of the hopes 
and fears, of the resolutions and the self-promises in which 
the day resulted. Then there are letters of complaint, some 
of them of petty trouble and inconvenience, caused mainly by 
the crowded state of the Synagogues and the lack of arrangement 
which characterised some of the gatherings. Others in this 
category tell of more important things, of how the day left the 
writers of them cold—as the saying goes—and passed over them 
without leaving the least of any spiritual impress. Afterwards 
yom Kippur seemed merely a string of conventionalities mechanically 
gone through. It is remarkable to picture, from the 
bundle of correspondence on the subject that year by 
year reaches me, the different effect which the great 
Day bas upon its various devotees. Side by side with the soul 
yearning for God, for the living God, and finding comfort and satis- 
faction in the message which the Kippur Day has. brought to it, 
there is the recalcitrant spirit which visualises nothing but obsolete 
ritual and superstitious practice in the observance, There is 
the man to whom the Aippur Day is in very truth a thing of beauty 
and a joy, and. there is the one to whom it is just a nuisance, a 
burden, something that he is glad has occurred and cannot again 
happen for another twelve months. Ample proof is aiforded in 
these human documents of the sell-righteousnesa:.induced in some, 
because they have actually brought themselves to give up a few hours 
to worship and abstain from a meal or two in deference to Jewish Jaw. 
And ample evidence there is, too, of the gladness which the celebra- 
tion has wrought in the heart of him who understands the meaning 
of the institution and appreciates all that it tells to him, who thus 
knowing can discern what Yom Aippur really stands for to the Jew 
and to Judaism. 


In the Twilight. 


The correspondence that hasreached me has revealed, too, some 
curious phenomena connected with Yom Kippur. We are wont to 
speak of “one day.” Jews, of Jews. who observe Judaism, even 
though it be but automatically, only on the one day in each vear, 
and then with the relativity of veneer to solid timber. But one 
correspondent suggests that we sh&ll have to revise the term, inso- 
much that one day is far too long a period with which to measure 
the devotion of some of the children of our people to the call of 
their faith. Iam told that at a Synagogue in the West End more 
than one worshipper made hié first appearance on Yor Aippur late 
in the afternoon after the sun had begun to decline and, with fair 
obviousness, after attendance at business or professional vocation. 
Thus we have the twilight Jew—he who comes into the congregation 
at almost the last hour of theone day! And I suppose it is regarded 
as but right and meet and proper that we should rejoice that these 
stray ones. of the House of Israel are © twilight’ Jews, and are not 
Jews who have gone out into the utter darkness of religious oblivion. 
Thena nother correspondent matches this with another story, and tells 
me of a Synagogue, or at least a Congregation, in the East End, 
where more than one worshipper (!) be-talith-ed and be-capped was 
seen rushing from the Service while the Mincha was proceeding, 
eagerly purchasing an early edition of the evening paper which 
contained the latest record of the * odds"—not of the Jewish race, 
but—of the races. 

Yet, another informant, this one hailing from the north-west 
of the town, gives me a long catalogue of business places owned by 
Jews that neverthe!ess were open for business as usual on the Day of 
Atonement, I learn that shops in the great highway which formed a 
part of the ancient Roman North Road, and is in close proximity to at 
leastfour synagogues-—Hampstead, brondesbury, St. John’s Wood, and 
Lauderdale Road—tie proprietors of the shops trading under 
all sorts of names and being Jews, were, according to the 
information tendered to me by my correspondent, “carrying 
on” on Yom Kippur. More than one of those businesses. is 
conducted by men who hold prominent communal positions, 
even though those positions be so far removed from the ambit of 
the religious as are Synagogue Boards of Management or the Council of 
the United Synagogue. We have travelled far surely from the days of 
that. splendid, stern, and unbending old Jew who refused to hold 
any interest, even by way of shares in a limited company, in any 
concern that engaged in business on the Sabbath Day! I recollect 
that I once had the opportunity of telling a man how inconsiderate 
to his fellow-Jews (to put it at its least)» his conduct was in keeping 
open his place of business on the Day of Atonement. His reply was 
characteristic, and, so far as I was concerned, it was all suflicing, 
because further argument was by it made impossible. ‘ Well,’ he 
said, “I thought about it, and I came to the conclusion that. all

religious Jews would be in Synagogue before my place opened, and 
that any Jews whe saw it open would be either lax ones who went 
late to Service, or who did not stay there but strolled about the 
streets instead, and I really cannot, see why I should consider ¢haé 
class of Jew.” 


A New Envisaging. 


But in all the post- Yom Kippur correspondence to which I am 
referring, the letter that most intrigued me, as the word goes, wak 
one from an earnest and spiritually minded Jew, a keen observer of 
our religion, and one of whom it can _.be truly said that he is as@® 
pillar of his Synagogue, for he is never absent, and always noticeably 
in his place. He writes to me deeply complaining. So bittegly 
does he feel the wrong which he details to me that he devoted 
bimself to unfolding his views, so he assured me, directly afters 
he bad partaken of his breakfast on Monday evening. He had 
been at Synagogue from early morning, staying until the Tekh 
sounded that ended the Ne/ak and through the subsequent 
Evening Service. To him a Yom Aipfur is veritably a Yom Tod, 
‘Through all the hours, tiring to many others, he feels. no sense of 
weariness. He places himself in soul, in thought, and in heart, in 
communion with his Maker. And year by year the day. brings to 
him the assurance, so be with evident sincerity tells me, that he 
has renewed that oneness between man and God, which is the 
essential idea underlying the Day of Atonement in the real 
meaning that the true Jew attaches to it. His complaint is 
that there is, as he puts it, far too much made of Yom Aippur as ap 
occasion for bringing in the well-nigh lost sheep of the flock of 
Israel, and too little of the value of the day to those whe 
conceive its implications as he does. The Synagogue, he says, is 
becoming, on the Day of Atonement, in these degenerate days, am 
asylum for the religiously sick and balt and maimed. Jews come 
on that day and form, more and more prominently, a larger, and 
larger proportion of the Congregation, who are anything but Jewa, 
fromthe religious standpoint, all the year round. They have not 
been educated religiously as Jews. ‘They are ignorant of the 
meaning of cur ceremonies or the reason of our ritual. They arte 
utterly out of sympathy with Judaism, its point of view, its 
traditions, and its hopes. ‘The Prayer book is sealed to them for 
the most part. because they know not a word of our aucient topgue, 
and for the rest because, even in the vernacular, When prayers are 
thus said, the words of our worship do not appeal to therm. 


Thus on the Day of Atonement they lounge into the Synagogue 
at all sorts of times, and lounge out again. either for refreshment 
or relaxation, aud while they are in the Synagogue they, being

anable to follow the Service, chatter to their nearest neighbours 
who are Jews of a feather with them, They form in this way a 
disturbing element to those who are in the Synagogue and are 
earnestly devoted to the celebration. They are not only physically 
disturbing. They disturb the thoughts of those who wish, under 
the influence of Kippur, to concentrate their minds on the spiritual 
ideas which the day brings to the worthy Jew. And my corre- 
spondent makes the suggestion that iffor thesakeof the straggling,one 
day, twilight Jews the day must thus be spoilt for those who, 
like himself, desire to make it a real Day of Atonement, if the 
Synagogue on that day is to become—as it is fast becoming—a 
mere hospital for infirm Jews, preference being given to the most 
desperate cases, then it weré time that there should be a new 
envisaging of Yom Aippur. It were time that we recognised the 
facts about the observance, and boldly and frankly threw this Day 
of Days to the weaklings of our people and left the Synagogue to 
them. Then the truly religious Jew—not merely the froom Jew 
but the Jew in whom, being a true Jew, true religion burns as a 
living fire—would be content to observe the day without attending 
Synagogue. He would observe it in his own home where he 
could fast and pray, and by his devotion to the great ideal of the 
fay utilise it for becoming at one with his God. The rest of 
the year would give him ample opportunities for public worship, 
when he would meet kindred souls in the Synagogue Sabbath by 
Sabbath, if not day by day, and Festival by Festival, and when bis 
loyal answer to the call of his faith to public worship would not 
be marred by the jarring dissonance, the galling unsympathy of 
the hour or two Jew, or his twilight brother. 

There is, I submit, much anyway for thought and consideration 
in what this earnest Jew writes tome. The manner in which Yom 
Kippur is every year more and more conceived as a great besom for 
sweeping in the offscourings of Jewry, a day to be employed so 
that the strayed and erring child shall for the day be brought within 
the area of Jewish worship; a day that is to be reckoned the 
one day into which all other days of religious significance in the 
Jewish Calendar are to be merged; a day, the observance of 
which is made the test of the Jew's adhesion, albeit 
microscopic, to his faith, or his utter rejection of the Jewish 
religion, is fast obscuring the infinitely nobler ideas that attach to 
the Day of Atonement. There was atime when a narrower, perbapsa 
harsher, view prevailed about those Jews whonow loom soprominently 
in every congregation on Yor: Aippur. But to-day, are we sure there 
is not some over-doing of the reconciliation idea and the repent- 
ance notion bound up with the day, that tends to spoil the beauty 
of this truly great and really glorious institution? It may be 
that, after all, in order to save Aippur to the Jew in anything 
like its pristine grandeur, we shall have seriously to overhaul 
our current notions in regard toit, and adopt a sterner view of what 
it demands of the child of Israel worthy to observe it. We shall 
have to recognise the limitation which its lessons themselves place to 
the religious licence for which too often it is made so basely to do 
service. 


THE KIDDIES. 


Our final list is to appear next Friday weck, so that we bave until 
the completion of the Holy Days to see if it is possible for me to 
get that shilling. There must be a large number who have not yet 
availed themselves of the proud opportunity that presents itself for them 
to help our Fund, and thus diminish the number of Jewish kiddies to whom 
year by year the lund is compelled to refuse a holiday because of the lack 
of the wherewithal. It is, of course, too late for any of the money 
that comes in now to be utilised this year for providing for the Kiddies 
their fortnight’s respite from the slums. But what we get will ensure 
holidays for the Kiddies next year. I[t follows that it will come in 
very usefully, because it will enable the Fund to send children who are 
available for an early holiday. 

There is no more for me to say, except that I think it fair to 
tell you that our collection this year is not nearly as good as last, and I 
am sure I have not done more asking this year—well, I never ask. But if 
there are others besides myself who would regret it very keenly if inthe 
end the total of our collection this year is not up to that of last year, then 
there is only one way by which that can be remedied—send to me as much 
as you can, and a8 soon as you can, for our final list next Iriday week,

Competing Charitable Efforts. 
Confusing Appeals. 


From the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In your Editorial Note, you cogently demonstrate the futility ot 
launching a number of charitable appeals on the community at one and 
the same time. You rightly urge that they tend to neutralise one 
another. The evil is strely aggravated when the community is burdened 
with two competing Organisations which apparently have the same end 
in view. In your current issue, the front cover is taken up with a 
touching appeal on behalf of “ Jewish sufferers in the Ukraine and other 
parts of Eastern Europe,” and it is requested that contributions be sent 


“ direct to Mr. Otto M. Schiff.” On page 19, there is an equally touching 


appeal for the Jewish sufferers in the Ukraine, and we are requested to 
“send a generous offering direct (the word is printed in heavy type) to 
Mr. M. Schalit.” These two advertisements, appearing in the same 
number of your Journal, must have puzzied many of your readers, 

We Ministers, however, are in a worse predicament. I, no doubt 
in common with my colleagues, received a letter from the Secretary 
of tho Federation of Ukrainian Jews (of which the Chief Rabbi is 
President), requesting me to use my pulpit on Rosh Hashanah or 
Yom Kippur in support of its work of relief; and the postscript states, 
“All donations will be acknowledged in the Synagogue Collection 
Lists to be published in the Jewish Press.” On top of this, a telegram 
was despatched to the President of my congregation, three days 
before the Fast, signed, among others, by the Chief Rabbi: “Pleaso 
arrange special om Kippur appeal, and send all contributions and lists 
for publication direct to Otto Schiff,” i.¢., to the Fand for the Rolief of 
Jewish Victims of the War! 

Knowing only too well how this confusion must react unfavourably 
on the response, I ask for the sake of our starving kinsfolk in the afflicted 
area, What does this competition mean? Why ‘wo funds’ Why iwo 
appeals to send money direct to (wo relief agencies? Why two synagogue 
collections and ‘wo published lists? The community is entitled to an 
explanation, and I hope one will be forthcoming without delay from 
somebody in authority.

ANTI-RELIGIOUS LEGISLATION, 


Protest by the Joint Committee. 


REPUDIATION BY THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE. 


The following correspondence has passed between Mr. Lucien Wolf, 
on behalf of the Joint Foreign Committee of the Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and the Official Agent of the Russian Soviet 
Republic in Great Britain. 


September llth, 1922. 

§1n,—Appeals have been received by this Committee from many 
Jewish communities in Russia describing the sufferings they are enduring 
through the Laws and Decrees recently promulgated by the Soviet 
Government prohibiting every kind of religious instruction in public and 
private schools and other cultural institutions. Our eoreligionists also 
make complaint of the harshness with which quite innocent infractions of 
these Laws and Decrees are punished, and also of the undiscriminating 
and inconsiderate way in which the Decree for the confiscation of church 
treasures and ornaments is enforced, even in the matter of sacred 
accessories of the Jewish Ritual which have little intrinsic value. Our 
attention has been specially called to the wholesale prosecutions of pious 
teachers in the Jewish religious schools, and to the savage sentences 
recently passed on Rabbi Barychansky, of Homel, and his colleagues, by 
the Local Revolutionary Tribunal, for protesting in public against the 
anti-religious Laws in the name of tolerance and liberty of conscience. 

This Committee understands that the Laws and Decrees, of 
which complaint is made, are applied to all religious communities, 
but this does not in any way witigate their cruelty and their 
unwisdom.. To the Russian Jews, who for the most part do not 
meddle in the political controversies of the Soviet Republic and 
are tenaciously and devotedly attached to their ancient religion, 
they constitute a disaster of the most terrible significance. They 
imperil the very existence of the Jewish Church and they condemn 
the rising generation of Jews not merely to religious indifferentism but, 
as they are convinced, to moral depravity. On what grounds these Laws 
are justified this Committee is at a loss to wnderstand. Kven in the 
darkest days of Tsarist oppression no religious community in Russia was 
subjected to a persecution of this kind. Its effect cannot be to serve in 
any way the interests of the Soviet Republic, for it must lead to the 
bitterest struggles between the Authorities and the Jewish Communities 
and, insofar as it is successful, it can only promote a widespread 
deworalisation which must make for the worst kind of citizens. At the 
present time when the whole population of Russia is suffering so terribly 
from famine and pestilence and the other horrors which have come in the 
train of the civil wars, to deny to the victims of this tragic situation the 
religious consolations and hopes to which they are more deeply attached 
than to anything else in the world, is a cruelty of which assuredly no 
precedent can be found in the history of the modern world. 

My Committee will feel obliged if you will kindly communicate this 
expression of their views to your Government in Moscow. They will be 
very grateful if your Government can, on its part, make a communication 
to them which may be calculated to lead them to hope thata wiser and 
more liberal policy in regard to Religion may be entertained by the Soviet

The President's Alleged Offer Repudiated. 


A REMARKABLE LETTER. 


We have received from the United Jewish Emigration Committee 
composed of the Executive Committee of the Jewish World Relief Confer- 
ence (Paris), the Federation of Ukrainian Jews (London), and the Hebrew 
Immigrant Aid Society (New York), and other affiliated bodies, a communi- 
cation purporting to have been sent by the Under-Secretary for the 
Colonisation Department of the Mexican Ministry of Agriculture 
in which that official denies that any offer of territory for the purpose of 
Jewish immigration into Mexico has been made. He says that recently 
applications were made to the Mexican Government as to facilities 
that would be granted to Jewish immigration and the possibility 
of acquiring land for ‘the establishment of an agricultural colony. The 
answer the Government "made was that it “has not at present lands 
in good agricultural condition) for disposal, because the national lands 
are incult (sic)’—we presume this means uncultivable —“ isolated 
from inhabited centres and wanting in easy means of communication, 
and even in the case of some of them which may show good conditions, 
allowing of their being put in a state of cultivation, the introduction of 
private capital is necessary.” The letter goes on to say that the Govern- 
ment of Mexico is not at present desirous of entering into any arrange- 
ment for Jewish immigration, because foreign colonisation is spon- 
taneously developing asa result of immunity from taxation which has 
been granted to settlers. 

This statement is remarkable, and must be received with some 
reserve, seeing that on May 10th last President Obregon sent a letter to 
Mr. Pau! W. Rothenberg, of New York (published in the Jewish Chronicle 
in text on June 30th), in which he made a definite offer under certain 
stated conditions of land for the purpose of the “ emigration of Russian 
Jews to the Republic of Mexico.” Ina subsequent issue of the Jewish 
Chronicle, details drawn from Mr. Rothenberg’s statements concerning 
the territory proposed for the purpose were given. It will be observed 
that the letter forwarded us by the Jewish Emigration Committee is 
directly contrary to the terms of the letter said to have been sent by 
President Obregon to Mr. Rothenberg. 


The League of Nations Assembly: A Retrospect. 
POLAND AND THE MINORITIES. 
‘From our Special Correspondent. | GENEVA, 

Looking back on the League of Nations Assembly, it is perfectly 
obvious that the question of the protection of minorities in various 
countries is second only in importance to that of disarmament, to which 
it is in some degree related. Lord Robert Cecil has pointed out that the 
treatment of minorities is a perennial source of strife and even of 
warfare. Whilo the subject concerns the Jews in various parts of Hurope 
most intimately, it is a much larger question, for it is at the root of the 
troubles in Asia Minor, and, as has been shown, it affects also the 
condition of native races in far-flung parts of Empire, mandated territories, 
and obscure corners of the globe. . 

It is well that the matter is kept to the forefront by the three leading 
men of the League, Lord Robert Cecil, Professor Gilbert Murray, and 
Dr. Nansen, who are backed up by a growing contingent of delegates, 
including the exceedingly popular Dr. Dante Bellegarde, of Haiti, 
determined that the League shall spare no effort tc improve the conditions 
of existence of persecuted peoples the world over. Asa matter of fact, 
the treatment of minorities is becoming a kind of test 4 uestion for members 
of the League,.and it may be declared with certainty that unless humane 
and civilised conditions obtain in a country, that country will find itself 
excluded. In due course exclusion is going to be a calamity, so that 
improvement may therefore be anticipated. The League, as Mr. Motta, 
the ex-President of Switzerland, put it, has become the guardian of the 
Minorities. 

Nevertheless, it will be a slow process. The statement issued last 
week by the Latvian Legation in London indicates the temperament that 
is opposed to reform. Latvia and Esthonia put up an ingenious con- 
tention, a plea for a world-treaty on the subject of minorities. But it was 
seen through, and they were told bluntly by the three protagonists that 
this was bat a device for delay which could not be tolerated. Dr. Pusta, 
the Esthonian delegate, was in fact called before the Council and told 
that his Government would be expected to fulfil the obligations which 
were a condition of its admission to the League. 

The long dispute between Lithuania and Poland with regard to the 
Vilna region is a matter affecting the treatment of the non-Polish 
minority. - It is disputed territory where, it is stated, the overwhelm- 
ing majority is hostile to Polish domination. This led to the publication 
of charges and denials, in which—to putit plainly—someone was palpably 
lying. The contentions of Mr. Ashkenazy, the Polish delegate, that there 
had been no pogroms, did not carry conviction, and it may be remarked 
that Mr. Ashkenazy is a long, long way from being the most popular 
delegate at the Assembly. His attitude was distinctly irritating. Mr, 
Venceslas Sidzikauksas, the fair-haired and extremely youthful. 
looking delegate of Lithuania, stuck to his charges valiantly, and his 
offer to submit to the decision of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice, and his plea that a Committee of Inquiry or a Permanent Com- 
missioner should be sent out, impressed all hearers. Mr. Ashkenazy made 
an attempt at the plenary session to confuse the issue, and was sharply 
brought to book by Lord Robert Cecil, who pointed out that the Polish 
delegate was wrong in maintaining that the “great majority of the 
committee” was opposed to an inquiry. He explaincd that some 


members desired that a committee should be sent out directly; others 


thought the matter must be left to the Council of the League. Mr. Motta 
upheld this view, and Mr. Ashkenazy, who had suggested postponement 08 
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the discussion, had to accept the correction. The matter is, therefore, 
left to the Couneit. 

By the way, I found a considerable body of opinion at Genera 
donbtfal of the future of Polaad. The enthusiasm raised by the freedom 
of Poland bas evaporated into bitter disappeietment. aod the aétitade of 
its principal delegate to the League inspires neither hope por copt Jence 
in ite future. Perhaps, as the Leacue gains strength acd presiige, Poland, 
as a member, may iearn the lesson of tolerance, if uot, tae ou Weok is 
ubpromising.

A STRIKING MESSAGE. 
The following are extracts from an isaugura! message to hi< cona- 
iopn—tbhe Shearith lerael of New York—qwhich Dr. David de Sols 
Pool has published. It will be remembered that Dr» Pool. who has now 
become Minister of the congregation. was for many yeare Assistant- 
Minister to the Rev. H. Pereira Mendes. who bas retired and is its 
Emeritus Minister. In the course of his messege, Dr. Pool said:

impose my consciousness of truth on you. nor dispense for you that 
inner harmony which each so! tnust attain throcgh if; own strucgie 
Who am I thet ont of the surge of mv own groping inser iife I 
should presume to prescribe-for others, when even for myself my 
soul gives no absolute direction. and no set finality’ We do not 

. We cannot, a! think alike, and there is no one of us that dares 
dogmatise for others in the realm of reiigion. If you expect your 
Habbi vicariously to think through the probiem of living for you, you 
will weaken and paraly4e your own spiritual nature, } as sorely as 
you will destroy your Judaism if yon leave it to your Rabbi to live a 
Jewish life for you. 

l know that it is no easy thing to fulfil one’s obijigations as a 
Jew and face the grave difficulties that are ours because we are 
Jews. Living a Jewish life is beset with searching <difficalties 
Witbio the synagogus itself a profound discontent and unrest prevail. 
The congregant too often fails to derive from the synagognoe light on 
Judaism and guidance for life. “ Where there is uo vision the people 
cast off restraint.” We see on all sides a despairing pursuit of religi 
ous satiefaction by casting off essential observance, by facile, drifting 
adaptation of Judaism to the non-Jewish environment, or by philan- 
dering with the irrationalities of Christian Science or other strange 
cults. These desperate expedients, destructive of Jodaiem, in so far 
as they are not the outgrowth of weakness of wili or suobbieh 
vulgarity, generally betoken nothing deeper than lack of Jewish 
knowledge. “My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” The 
failure of somany of us to make the great idealistic traditions of 
Jewry our own is usually born of an igeorance of our people and its 
traditions. Hence. too, our hope- killing failure to give to our young 
a strong faith, a living inheritances of Judaism and au active share in 
Jewish life. In short, wherever we findthis ferment which is choking 
the iife ou’ of our synagogues, we sce it crowing out of a weakness 
of Jewish will that is due to an ignorance of Judaism, its history. its 
spiritual strength. 

It is not so much the synagogne and its life which need to be 
re-formed as it is the con¢gregant wh? needs to be re-formed for au 
understanding of the meaning and message of the synagogue. Ia the 
well springs of our own Jewish tradition it is easy to find that 
spiritual strength, that emotional comfort and that intellectial 
conviction which we have a right to ask of our religion. 

To jead yon to these Jewish sources of the deeper and more 
earnest things of life is the function of your Rabbi. This cannot ba 
achieved through the finttering of a visiting card at your front door, 
or throngh other mere formalities which bring us no nearer to one 
another; vot through a prodigal scattering of worés in exhortations 
and addresses; not throngh prayiog your prayers for you, nor by 
liviag according to a certain standard cf Jewish life in your name. 
My duties as your Rabbi mast be meadiogtul, penetrating ana shot 
throngh with a deep sincerity. They must emanate from the 
historical and,organic attribute of the Rabb'!, that is, from the falness 
of his knowledge of the sources of Jewish tradition, praétice, and life. 
The function of the Rabbi isto teach Jadaiem, and only through the 
loyal exercise of this function can the Kabbt feel a real need in our 
world to-day. Oaly asa Jewish teacher can he hope to aid the 
congregants. .. . 

On your side, will you not come to the synagogue in a responsive 
attitude, ready to give the best of your mind and heart tothe study of 
Judaism and to its interpretation in your life? Yor the value of the 
lecture to you lies not in what I give ont, bat in what yor take in. 
A passively receptive congregation, however sympathetic and friendly, 
will stamp my failure asa Rabbi. The message from the pulpit gives 
the truth only as I see it; it is doomed to be a sterile, unéchoing 
effort of words, if you, the congregant, do not rethink it, refeel it aad 
eee it, and discuss it with me freely in terms of your owh 

We must together try to find out what is the right, what is the 
good, and what Judsism asks of us in this bewildering complex of 
conflicting forces and strains which we call life. If, after you have 
pat forth this sincere effort to know your Judaism, you choosé to fall 
away, you will know from what you are cutting off yourset? and your 
family, while if you remsate foyal you wit! know’ to what you 
yours remain loyal. May our Congregation be spared the equally

Minister and His Congregants. 
A STRIKING MESSAGE, 

The following are extracts from an inaugural message to his con- 
gregation—the Shearith Israel of New York—which Dr. David de Sols 
Pool has published. It will be remembered that Dr, Pool, who has now 
become Minister of the congregation, was for many years Assistant- 
Minister to the Rev. H. Pereira Mendes, who has retired and is its 
Emeritus Minister. In the course of his messege, Dr. Pool said: 


On taking up again my duties as your Minister, I desire to set 
forth some aspects of our mutual relationship in our common search 
for a high and fall spiritual and Jewish life. alba 

Perhaps the basic condition for our effective work together is the 
desire and earnest cffort of every member of the Congregation 
himself to seek the fulness of Judaism and to live it. In the 
democracy of Judaisin, where each approaches his Maker directly, 
without priest, interceder or saviour, I, as your Minister, may not 
impose my consciousness of truth 6m you, nor dispense for you that 
inner harmony which each soul must attain through its own struggle. 
Who am I that out of the surge of my own groping inner iife I 

should presume to prescribe for others, when even for myself my 
soul gives no absolute direction, and no set finality? We do not, 
we cannot, all think alike, and there is no one of us that dares 
dogmatise for others in the realm of religion. If you expect your 
Rabbi vicariously to think through the problem of living for you, you 
will weaken and paralyse your own spiritual nature; just as surely as 
you will destroy your Judaism if you leave it to your Rabbi to live a 
Jewish life for you. 

I know that it is no easy thing to fulfil one’s obligations as a 
Jew and face the grave difficulties that are ours because we are’ 
Jews. Living a Jewish life is beset with searching difficulties. 
Within the synagogue itself a profound discontent and unrest prevail. 
The congregant too often fails to derive from the Synagogue light on 
Judaism and guidance for life. “ Where there is no vision the people 
cast off restraint.” We see on all sides a despairing pursuit of religi- 
ous satisfaction by casting off essential observancs, by facile, drifting 
adaptation of Judaism to the non-Jewish environment, or by philan- 
dering with the irrationalities of Christian Science or other strange 
cults. These desperate expedients, destructive of Judaism, in 80 far’ 
as they are not the outgrowth of weakness of will cr snobbish 
vulgarity, generally betoken nothing deeper than lack of Jewish 
knowledge. “My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” The 
failure of somany of us to make the great idealistic traditions of 
Jewry our own is usually born of an ignorance of our people and its 
traditions. Hence, too, our hope-killing failure to give to our young 
a strong faith, a living inheritance of Judaism and an active share in 
Jewish life. In short, wherever we findthis ferment which is choking 
the life out of cur synagogues, wé see it growing out of a weakness 
of Jewish will that is due to an ignorance of Judaism, its history, its - 
spiritual strength. 

it is not so much the synagogue and its life which need to be 
re-formed as it is the congregant who needs to be re-formed for au 
understanding of the meaning and message of the synagogue. [no the 
well springs of our own Jewish tradition it is easy to find that 
Spiritual strength, that emotional comfort and that intellecttial 
conviction which we have a right to ask of our religion. 

To lead you to these Jewish sources of the deeper and more 
earnest things of life is the function of your Rabbi. This cannot ba 
achieved through the fluttering of a visiting card at your front door, 
or through other mere formalities which bring us no nearer to one 
another; uot through a prodigal scattering of words in exhortations 
and addresses; not through praying your prayers for you, nor by 
living according to a certain standard of Jewish life in your name. 
My duties as your Rabbi must be meatingtul, penetrating and shot 
through with a deep sincerity. They must emanate from the 
historical and organic attribute of the Rabbi, that is, the fulness 
of his knowledge of the sources of Jewish tradition, praétice, and life. 
The function of the Rabbi is to teach Judaism, and only through the 
loyal exercise of this function can the Rabbi feel a real need in our 
world to-day. Oaly as a Jewish teacher can he hope to aid the 
congregants. .. . 

On your side, will you not come to the synagogue in a responsive 
attitude, ready to give the best of your mind and heart tothe study of 
Judaism and to its interpretation in your life? Tor the value of the 
lecture to you lies not in what I give ont, bat in what you take in. 
A passively receptive congregation, however sympathetic and friendly, 
will stamp my failure asa Rabbi. The méssage from the pulpit gives 
the truth only as I see it; it is doomed to be a sterile, unéchoin 
effort of words, if you, the congregant, do not rethink it, refest it an 
a it, and discuss it with me freely in terms of your owh 

We must together try to find out what is the right, what is the 
good, and what Judaism asks of us in this bewildering complex of 

conflicting forces and strains which we call life. If, after you have 
pat forth this sincere effort to know your Judaisth, yot choose to fall 
away, you will know from what you are cutting off yoursett and yotr 
family, while if you rematm loyal’ you wit! know to what you’ 
yours remain loyal. May our Congregation be spared the equally

The Prussian Government has agreed to subsidise Jewish com- 
munities which are not self-supporting.

For the first time at this Synagogue the Simchat Torah service (which 
is always held on the afternoon of Shemini Eiscre/—the Eighth Day of 
Solemn Assembly) will include a congregational procession of the Scrolls 
of the Law with the traditional chants.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


CLIV.—THE WONDER RABBI. 
DEAR COUSIN, 


Do you remember my mentioning the Wonder Rabbi? I first saw 
one afternoon as he was taking the air through the pine- woods high 
.9 on the mountain side. He walked leisurely along, followed at a 
--spectfal distance by his factotum, with whom he conversed. I asked 
»,y companion, who knew him, to what extent he was really a Wonder 
cabbi. “Is it mo small wonder,” he answered. with a twinkle in his eye, 
that in these bard times this man should reside in a princely mansion of 
»i¢own in Vienna, with a staff of servants and a magnificent garden, 
living in fine style?” The reply whetted my appetite, and I sought for 
further information about the Man of Wonders. I gathered that he 
originally lived in Galicia, (that during the war the unsettled state of 
affairs in his native district forced him to leave, that he made his way to 
Vicona with numbers of other Galician refugees, and that before long he 
was once more in affluent circumstances. I was interested in the story, 
and as one does not meet a Wonder Rabbi every day in the week, I 
decided to make the most of this opportunity, and asked my friend 
whether he would introduce me. He assented gladly, and I watched for 
a likely occasion. 

It was not long before we again met the Wonder Rabbiin his walk, and 
wy friend constituted himself master of the ceremonies. We shook hands 
and exchanged greetings. I can still recall my impression of the man. 
He was of average height, his beard, which had been carefully brushed, 
had streaksof grey, his peot were beautifully curled and neatly tucked 
away under his expensive velour hat, his linen was spotless, and his 
umbrella of excellent quality. From what I had read of Wonder-working 
iabbis | expected to find a man scintillating with wisdom. I was sadly 
disappointed, for the Wonder Rabbi before me was a wan of no acute 
intelligence or insight. He talked in a squeaky voice a rather polished 
Yiddish, which was not very different from the German spoken in Eastern 
urope. I asked him about the religious conditions of the Jews in 
Vienna. He was disappointed; for true orthodoxy was declining and the 
old-fashioned ideals of Israel were being thrown overboard daily. But 
he was not without hope for the future. Was he not himself striving to 
build up a better generation? “ We” maintain a Talmud Torah, he told 
me. where boys are taught Talmud as well as a handicraft. “We” 
bave our own Synagogues in which the religious atmosphere of Galicia is 
retained unchanged. On my asking whom he meant by “ we,” he said 
that he was the religious head of a Holy Congregation, one of the very 
many that had established themselves in Vienna since 1914. Eventually 
we drifted on to politics and the war. His views were deliciously naive. 
England bad won the war, but now England had become the hand: 
maiden of France. Ot the British Prime Minister he had hard words to 
to say: he was not strong enough; he ought not to allow himself to be 
dominated by French policy. As I listened, I could imagine a group of 
jong-bearded figures in a chevra in Galicia in the dusk of a winter 
Saturday afternoon discussing world affairs. How they enjoyed foreign 
politics How they alowed their imagination to run riot! And how far 
a&Way they were from reality! But the Wonder-Rabbi soon came back to 
reality, he begged me todo what I could to obtain English pounds for his 
Vienna Talmud Torah. 

| realised at once that there was shrewdness in the man. With one 
sl \ at least of human nature he was acquainted—with human credulity. 
Lisinarvellous, as one thinks of it, what men will believe; indeed, most men 
wust have something, or preferably someone, to believe in. The history 
of wankindisthe record not only of human folly, butalsoof humancredulity. 
Men have believed in oracles, fortune tellers, thought readers, amulets, 
and ghosts; they have also believed in impostors. Sabbattai Zovi and 
‘itus-Oates were only two popular heroes; they have had successors 
down to this very day. Is not the case of a certain notorious Member of 
Parliament who worked his way into the confidence of the masses of this 
country still fresh in our memory? Success in this field of activity calls 
for method and persistence. The oldest of the Wonder Rabbis had 
wethod in their policy. The Baal Shem was magnificent in his simplicity ; 
48 Successors were actors of first-rate quality. They knew how to fool the 
public, realising that the public wishes to be fooled. The eighteenth 
century Wonder Rabbis knew how to establish a reputation; their latter- 
day prototypes are still living upon! the reputation then established.

Jews from the small villages of Moldavia and Wallachia who migrate to 
America regard it as a sacred duty to send continuous supplies to the 
“Good Jew” (so the wonder-working Rabbi is popularly called). They 
write to him for advice in their difficulties; they ask for counsel ip 
their business enterprises And when the latter turn ont success- 
fully, their gratitude is stirred, and they send gifts to the Rabbi. 
Or if the Rabbi's factotum reports that the Holy Man is fallen on evil 
days, even the poorest Jew in New York or Chicago (probably this also 
applies to London) will make a collection to help the Wonder Rabbi in 
Ukop, Mieiziboz, Mizricz, or even Vienna. 

Once you win your way into the heart of the populace, once you 
work successfully on human credulity, your reputation stands four-square 
to all the winds that blow. Some of the Wonder Rabbis knew this. Of 
one there is a story that, on a certain Friday afternoon in winter, he 
camo riding in his sledge into the village long after the advent of Sabbath. 
The congregation was aghast. That the “Rebbe” should ride on the 
Holy Sabbath! They could not grasp it. Bat they were quickly put at 
ease by the “ Rebbe,” who explained to them that while the Sabbath was 
already there to the right of his sledge and to the left of his sledge, there 
remained a passage between through which his sledge passed and from 
whicb, owing to the “ Rebbe’s” powers, the Sabbath was as yet absent. 
Of another Wonder Rabbi it is related that, on Friday afternoons, he 
rode to take his bath in a carriage drawn by four horses. A stranger 
once came to the town and seeing unwonted excitement in the street 
asked a townsman for an explanation of the commotion. “Do you not 
know that the ‘Rebbe’ is riding out to take his Sabbath bath?” asked 
the native. “See there he comes!” The stranger did see, and enquired 
again why it should be necessary to have four horses for the ceremonial. 
The contempt of the townee knew no bounds. “ Kemarkable indeed it is 
that you know not that these are not four horses at all. Angels they are, 
and none other than the jfour angels of the Night Prayer— Michael, 
Gabriel, Uriel, and Raphael!” The same traveller visited the town some 
little time later, and noticed that the “Rebbe’s” carriage was then 
drawn by only three horses. He enquired to know the reason for the 
change, and was gravely informed that since bis last visit ''riel had died} 

I met the Vienna Wonder Kabbi on several other cccasions, and my 
respect for his intellectnal powers did not increase. I also met his son, 
the Wonder Rabbi Designate. and he appeared to be positively stupid. 
But that made no difference to the respect in which be was held by his 
father’s followers. As I gazed on their faces and saw there as they looked 
on the Holy Man a kind of beatific joy, mingled with pride, | could under- 
stand the extraordinary influence exercised by the Pope over millions of 
human beings. I began to realise that the Papacy and the Wonder 
Rabbis work on the same principle, that the gifts they receive are pre- 
sented from similar motives; and that both institutions are a meteyard 
of human inteligence. As long as both continue, mankind has yet much 
ground to traverse before the earth is full of the knowledge of the Lord 
as the waters cover the sea. In regard to the Jewish movement, it ‘must 
be said that it is contrary to the highest teaching of Judaism. But there 
is little sign as yet of its decay. Here was the Wonder Kabbi in the 
flesh: here was his son; they had their genera! staff with them; they 
worshipped in lonely holiness and not with other Jewsin the place. Ina 
word, they possessed all the qualities of sectaries, and sectaries 
throughout Jewish history have been a curse. Judaism can well tolerate 
differences of opinion. But such differences as rest on personalities, 
whether Chief Rabbis or Wonder Rabbis, false messiahs or faise prophets— 
these are an abomination to the Lord. Did the Wonder Kabbi who lives 
in a great house in Vienna realise this ? I doubt it. Perhaps the only one of 
his entourage who did see through the system, who smiled sagely at the 
vanity of humarity, was he who had explained to me the true inwardness 
of the wonder. That the wonder should continue is truly a wonder, 
And yet we Jews pride ourse! ves on our intelligence.

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About Books. 


Forty Centuries of Palestine Jewish History. 


In “ Vier Jahrtausende Jiidischen Palistinas” (Kauffmann, Frankfort, 
M. 66) Professor Dr. Samucl Krauss has rendered a timely service to the 
cause of truth, inasmuch as ono of th» planks of the Arab casé against the 
Jewish claim to Palestine is that the Jewish association with the Holy 
Land was of comparatively brief duration, whereas he is able to 
show that since the earliest Israclite settlement in Canaan some 2,000 
years before the Christian Era down to our own day there has 
been a continuous historical connection of the descendants of 
Abraham with what we now call (and Palestine postage stamps 
officially endorse the name) lretz Yisrael. De, Keauss, for a groater 
part of his journey down the centuries, Is working with familiar material’ 
but it seems strange that use should not have been made of Dr. Mann's 
monumental treatise, “The Jewsin Egypt and in Palestine under the 
Fatimids.” Dr. Krauss makes only casual reference to the light thrown 
by the Genizah material on the Palestinian Gaonate, concerning which Dr. 
Mann has furnished such elaborate details. To cover such an extensive 
period as Dr. Krauss surveys within a small compass calls for considerab e 
powersof condensation. Onthe'whole, he has filled this dificult task with 
nice powers of discrimination. Towards the close of his story he gives the 
impression of having overshot his space, and condenses witha heavy hand, 
much as Shakespeare disposes of his characters at*the clese of “ Hamflet.” 
Dr. Krauss goes one better than the Bard, and makes no mention of Herz! 
at all! But one can forgive idiosyncrasies of this kind, for the history is 
“meaty ” and eminently readable. 


Zionist Finance. 


Dr. Heinrich Margalies has published a closely-reasoned investigation 
into the Zionist financlal machine (“ Die Zionistische Finanz wirtschaft— 
Kritik und Aufbau”). The principal: target of his attack is the separate 
administration of the Keren Hayesod. By means of diaframs he shows how 
underthe presentsystcm thére is no orderly linking up of the various wheels 
in the Zionist engine, and he suggests a fabric whereby the contemplated 
Jewish Agency will be closely co-ordinated with the National und ontheone 
side, and the banks on the other, both joined with a “Holding Co.,” the three 
institutions being responsible for public works, industrial development, 
and€c nomic development. He makes out a good c1s7, and even though 
entire agreement with all his proposals cannot be expected, and is 
certainly not anticipated by the author, his thesis will well repay perusal 
by those interested in the future of the new Pa!lestine. 


The Jewish Problem. 


The output of works on the Jewish question has received 
a great impetus since the war. In “Judenproblem” (Kauffmann, 
Frankfort, M. 66), by Isaac Breuer, the theme is viewed from 
various angles, and the author brings to bear moro clear thinking than is 
unfortunately the rule among modern Jewish theorists, who in too many 
casés are absorbed by the social aspects of Jewish nationalism and ignore 
its religious and spiritual foundations. The writer of this brochure holds the 
balance even, and brings to his task a psychological insight which is neces- 
Bary in any study of the Jows who answer to none of the standards that 
ethnographs are wonttoapp'y. Mc. Breuer lays stress on the extraordinary 
bond which unites Jews the world over and which ignores frontiers and 
citizen affiliations, without, however, in the least depreciating State 
obligations. It even rises supérior to shades of religious belief. Only a 
Jew can really understand the Jews. Jewish psychology ‘is too subtle 
and “eigenartig” to lend itself easily to outside appreciation. This 
difficulty of understanding the Jew has contributed, perhaps, more than 
anything else to anti-Semitism. It is natural to dislike what one cannot 
really understand. These and other aspccis of the Jewish question are 
dealt with lucidly and in a traly Jewish spirit. An excellent little work !

A collection of responsa by Jacob Halevi, of Corbeil or Marvrc> 
includes a responsum dealing with the custom of reading the Shema + 
the evening prayer before the stars appear.

(2) “ADDRESSES TO CHILDREN,” by Mrs. Nathaniel L. Cohen (Rout 
ledge), consists of twenty-two addresses, most of which were delivered 
between the years 1915 and 1917 at the Children’s Services held by the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews. Their publication as a gift to 
her grandchildren was a cherished wish of the writer. The editors 
(D.W.S. and M.W.J.) state that no introduction is needed from them 
because the faith and purpose of the author of these little addresses 
shine forth in strength and simplicity. These sermons to children are 
altogether admirable, carefully written, without any sense of strain, san® 
and salutary. Each address drives home one lesson, crisply and clearly 
without a multitude of confusing side-issues. This work deals with pro. 
blems of faith and conduct with an evident knowledge of the needs, the 
moods, and the difficulties of child-life. Itis the kind of book which instils 
lessons of courage, trust, patience and forbearance: and does so quite 
as much by gift of happy illustration as by actuai precept. These 
impressive addresses can hardly fail to inspire strength, courage, wisdom 
aud Jewish spirit. They are crisp in language, and pointed in teaching, 
and they display a high degree of culture, as well as a genuine and 
earnest spirituality. “Addresses to Children,” deserves to win a high 
place in that branch of literature which concerns itself with the religious 
and moral training of the young. 

(3) The first edition of the “ BURIAL SERVICE,” printed for the Buria’ 
Society of the United Synagogue, was issued in 1873. A new édition was 
published in 1896, when, by the kind permission of the Jewish Religious 


_ Education Board, the English translation of the Authorised Daily Prayer 


Book was adopted. The Preface to the 1896 edition recorded the valuable 
assistance in the work of revision rendered by the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Hermann Adler, who also composed the Prayer to be recited on visitinz 
the grave of a parent. A third edition was printed in 1911. A new 
edition of the “Burial Service,” further revised and amplified, has 
recently been published. The Service at the Setting of a Tombstone ha® 
been fe-arranged by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz. The proofs were 
read by the Rev. M. Rosenbaum, to whom Mr. Arthur L. Lazarus and 
Mr. Joseph Prag, the Treastirets of the Burial Society, express their 
thanks for the great assistance rendered by him. One of the new 
features is a selection of appropriate verses that may ‘be read prior to the 
Burial Service. The revision of the Service at the Setting of 4 
Tombstone, by the Chief Rabbi, has been made with delicacy 
and judgment. In many little subtle ways the “Services for 
Use at the Burial Ground,” as they appear in the present edition. 
are made to harmonise more completely with the solemnity befittin; 
the sacred occasions for which the book is designed. The typographica! 
arrangement of the Hebrew text of the verses that may be read 
prior to the Burial Services is exceedingly effective. In any future 
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reprint the spacing of the English translation might be made to corre- 
spond with the Hebrew. A passage in the English translation of the 
Memorial. Service is just.a trifle ambiguous. “Let ua not be in want of 
the gifts of flesh and blood” (p.83). This, of course, is taken over from 
the rendering of the same passage in the Authorised Daily Prayer Book, 
p. 327, and practically agrees with the English version of a similar sentence 
in the Grace After Meals, “Let us not be in need either of the gifts of 
flesh and blood or of their loans” (Authorised Daily Prayer Book, p. 281). 
The following slight alteration might effect the necessary improve- 
ment inlucidity, “Let us not be in want of gifts from flesh and blood.” 


All concerned in the production of this latest edition of. the “ Burial 
Service ” are entitied to praise and gratitude.

Jewish Books and Jewish Booksellers. 
Frem Mr. R. MAZIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,-In a recently reported interview in your columns with Dr. 
Kauffmann, the subject of Jewish books was discussed, and it was stated 
that the Jack of enthusiam for books dealing with Jewish subjects is 
directly due to the fact that there is no Jewish bookseller in London 
sufficiently enterprising to bring these books te the notice ci the general 
public. In this interview, Dr. Kauffmann deplored the lack of a Jewish 
bookselier in London, taking a live interest in his own wares. 


I may be forgiven for taking up the challenge thus thrown to 
the Jewish bookseller, when I mention that for more than thirty yeage I 
have been devoting wy energy, both in private and in public, to the very 
object thas openly demanded through your columns. In 1890 the demand 
fur books of Jewish interest was practically negligible, and throughout 
the years that bave elapsed since that date | have endeavoured in many 
ways to create, to foster, and to encourage a general interest in Jewish 
books both in England and abroad throughout the British Empire. Il am 
certain that the general public will realise that such an object is not 
rapidiy or easly achieved, and | may say that, inasmuch asmy own book- 
selling business has grown enormously, it can be assumed that gradually 
but surely an interest in Jewish books has been evolved from the apathy 
of invo. This object has only been achieved by continuous and effective 
advertising on my part, and | am thus all the more astonished to readthat 
“there is an absence of trade advertisements in the press.” 

ihere is, however, another effective method of bringing one's goods 
to tue notice of the general public. 1 refer of conrse to catalognes: in 
which both the description and the value of each book are given. It will 
be seen that in this respect I have been far from idle, when I state that 
-our next catalogue, which will shortly be ready, will bear the number 
sixty-one. Sixty catalogues in thirty years surely represent no small 
effort. It is my proud boast that I can supply any book published, 
advertised, or reviewed, and I make it my business to coliect each year 
from all sources new publications, repriats, etc., all of which are shown 
in my catalogae. ‘The latest American publications, new books issued in 
Palestine, Germany, France, and the world in general are itemised in 
our office and shown in our catalogue, which can be obtained by any 
wember of the public on request. 

{[ cannot but think that the challenge made to the Jewish booksellers’ 
enterprise is misplaced. The fault lies with the public which does not 
focus its attention on matters of Jewish interest without considerabie 
persuasion. lLaglish Jowry in general is not yet sufficiently keen on the 
subject of Jewish books. This charge cannot be levelled against foreign 
Jewry, as my post bag shows. Frequently we receive orders from the 
four corners of the globe at one and the same time. 

i hope, however, that there is now a sign of increased interest on 
the part of the genera! Jewish pablic in a subject of the greatest concern 
to Jewry throughout the world.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
Mr. M. USSISHKIN. 


(From our Jerusalem Correspondent.] 


+ HE last word must and willremain with Toshve Ha-Aretz— 
the inhabitants of the land.’ So said Mr. Ussishkin 
to me when I met him on his return to Jerusalem from 
the Carlsbad Conference, thus echoing the word that all 

along has been insisted upon by the Jewish Chronicle. The last 

word will be with the Jews themselves, and particularly with those 
Jews who are inhabitants of the land. 
That has been the standpoint through. 

‘out which you have adopted, while not 
- in the least neglecting the critical and 
t% important implications of the manner 

in which Great Britain views her 

task as Mandatory Power. But Mr. 

Ussishkin, as he himself says, is no 

politictway and so he takes virtually no 

account of what he calls interpretations 

und cross-interpretations. He was good 

enough to afford me an interview for 

the Jewish Chronicle. 

In response to his query: “ What did 

I wish him to tell me,’ I said that 

during the past few years a number 

of Zionist Conferences had been held 

‘including the Gongress) all ostensibly 

to deal with the Jewish question as 

it was bound up with Palestine. \et 

it did not appear from the reports or 
subsequent results thas the delegates at these Conferences ever 
came to grips with the real problems and conditions of the country. 

Did he find any progress in this direction at the recent Conference ? 

“No, none at all,” he replied. “Your inference is quite right, that 
the Zionists abroad know nothing of Palestine from the inside. They 
are straugers to Palestine. They have ideas and theories of the way in 
which things ought to develop or ought to be managed here, but they 
have no real knowledge of our work and difficulties. In Palestine, for 
instance, we always deal with the practical problems first. They 
demand our immediate attention ; their effects and consequences are the 
most important. Having dealt with them we turn to theoretical problems. 
At the Conference the reverse happens. Protracted discussions take 
place first on theoretical points; practical problems take second place. 
For a whole week we discussed the Jewish Agency and the Jewish Con- 
gress, items which should have taken a day. When did Palestine come 
up for consideration? Only at the of_-with the Budget and as an 
appendage toit. That is not a satisfactory situation.” 

How can we bring about a change ” 

“The transfer of important Zionist Institutions to Palestine is one 
method. We have already madea beginning in that direction by removing 
the Head Office of the Jewish National Fund to Jerusalem. We have 
still, however, to see how far this move will be justified. The main work 
of the National Fund had long been carried on in Palestine, but the vital 
propaganda activity had never been conducted from the country. If the 
results of our propaganda improve by its being directed from the place 
where the actual work is being carried out, then we shall also transfer 
the Keren Hayesod, which isin a similar position to that of the Keren 
Kayemeth in this respect. Inthe same way, if our General Mortgage 
Bank proves to be more successful when its headquarters are in Tel-Aviv, 
[ have no doubt that the Jewish Colonial Trust will be transferred from 
Engiand. The whole question is thus still in an experimental stage. 

* We ought, of course, also to hold our Congress in Jerusalem, but, 
apart from other difficulties, there is that of the language. We can speak 
no other tongue but Hebrew at a Zionist Congress in Eretz Yisrael. Yet 
this link with Palestine is not being strengthened at our Conferences. 
When the resolution affirming that Hebrew was the official language of 
the Congress was proposed, I opposed its acceptance, because I knew it

‘Was & mere pious expression of opinion. No attempt has been made to 


carry it out in practice. The lead must come from the Executive in this 
matter. it is useless to compel a clerk in our offices to use only Hebrew, 
when there are members of the Executive who do not knowit. With 
the Executive's lead, we could resolve that no delegate be elected to 
Congress unless he knows the national language. We have a right to 
demand that. Those who are likely to be delegates would then speedily 
learn Hebrew.” 

On the Arab question in Palestine Mr. Ussishkin took the same line. 

“ We devoted excessive time to discussing this question, and numerous 
theories about it at the Conference. After all there is nothing new to be 
said aboutit. Two things are axiomatic for us; we mean to build our 
National Home here, come what may; secondly, the Arab natives of 
Palestine will retain the same civil rights as ourselves. Of those 
principles we can concede nothing and make no compromise. If, never- 
theless, the Arabs reply by fighting us, we can only counter their 


methods, not by battalions, but by using our cultural forces. These 


must be strengthened, for by them we shall triumph. 

“As to new economic forces,” he said in reply to another question 
of mine, “I saw none at the Conference, The same small band is doing 
its utmost for Palestine; from them we can ask nothing more than their 
maximum, which is what they give us. Half-a-million pounds were sunk 
in Palestine during the last year through Zionist channels. But trom 
outside our eld friends, there is still no movement,

The Building of Tabernacles. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


Specially written for the “‘ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“ And there shall be a tabernacle for a shadow in the day-tiy » 
from the heat, and for a refuge and for a covert from storm ani 
from vain.” —Isaiah iv., 6. 

Scarcely have the Ten Pentitential Days passed than we find ov; 
selves in the midst of the Feast of Tabernacles. New Year, Day «: 
Atonement, and Tabernacles are all bound together into one harmonioy>. 
whole. They stand in the closest connection with each other, in th» 
most intimate relationship. They have one underlying thought—the idea 
of renewal. The New Year speaks of the renewal of creation, the renews: 
of life; the Day of Atonement gives us a new heart, makes new men 
and women of us; our present feast calls us to build new tabernacles, to 
create for ourselves a new home-life. The life of the home has fx, 
greater claims on us than that of the world. It is the first thing that wo 
have known and become acquainted with. Long before we were calle 
to go out into the world, the home was our world; when we retire from 
the world, we retire into our homes: and for countless numbers 
the home provides their only sphere of usefulness. And as the New 
Year on which we have entered summons us to begin a new life, s0 the 
Tabernacies festival tells us how we may construct our homes anew so 
that we may spend therein lives of contentment and happiness. 

At the same time our feast reminds us that the home we inhabit is 
nothing more than a frail hut, like that under which Jonah found refuge, 
springing up in a night and passing away inanight. People build for 
themselves palaces and castles as if they were building for eternity. But 
how often does it happen that, almost before the huge pile is finished, its 
owner is called away! And the strongest building, the proudest palace. 
is often not proof against the storms of life, which cast it into ruins and 
bury its inhabitants beneath. “The pride of thy heart hath deceived 
thee, O thou that dwellest in the clefts of the rock, whose habitation is 
high, that saith in his heart, Who shall bring me down to the ground ’ 
Though thou mounton high as the eagle, and though thy nest be set among 
tbe stars, I will bring thee down from thence, saith the Lord” (Obadiah, 
verses3,4). Itisa nomadic life that we live on this earth, weare wanderers 
like our forefathers were in the wilderness of old, and therefore the homes 
we inhabit are so many mere tabernacles--easily set up and easily pulled 
to pieces again. As brief sojourners on the earth we need nothing more 
abiding than a frailhut. What matter how frail, so long as we can dwel| 
in it securely, peacefally, and happily. Security, peace, happiness, make 
of the hut a paicce. For it is not the massiveness and grandeur of the 
walls that constitute the dignity of the home, but the life that is lived 
withinthem. We may ask, then, what should our homes provide for us, 
that we may live in them the new life that the New Year summons us to 
live? The reply to this question may be found in the words of Isaiah : 
“A shadow in the day-time from the heat, a refuge and covert from 
storm and rain.” 

“ A shadow in the day-time from the heat.” We allhave to bear the 
beat and burden of the day. Weall have our various callings that take 
us from home, and these callings are full of trouble and anxiety. Man 
has to earn his bread in the sweat of his brow. But it is sweet to have 
to toil if his labour prospers. Toil is a blessing and not acurse; but cease 
less, restless toil, toil which produces no fruits, is a curse and not a 
blessing. But where is the rest and recuperation to be found, the suc. 
cessful result that ‘shall comfort us for our work and the toil of our 


hands” (Genesis v. 30), ifnotin the home? Certainly not in the outside 


world with the oppressive labours it imposes upon us, but in the domestic 
peace that awaits us under the shadow of our roof when our labours are 
concluded. What a refuge is the home from the mid-day heat of the 
struggle for life! How it sweetens our toil to think that what we have to 
struggle for so hard amidst the din and bustle of the market-place we 
shall enjoy with our dear ones in the bosom of our families! Within its 
narrow precincts is all peace and contentment. Alas! There are some 
who find their only happiness abroad. The hours spent at home are so 
embittered by strife and contention that in the evening they exclaim, 
“O! that it were morning.” And the home may be a palace, its spacious 
halls full of all the luxuries that money can purchase, and yet there is 
an absence of comfort because its indwellers live at variance with one 
another, and hearts that should beat in unison are estranged from 
love. How different are the tabernacles we are bidden to construct at 
this season! No vast spaces, no magnificent towers of strength. The 
very simplicity that characterises them is intended to ensure that they 
shall be tabernacles of peace where love reigns, abodes of felicity where 
no harsh word is spoken, no unkind thought breathed. They are con: 
structed without undue toil to be “a shadow in the day-time from the 
heat.” 

And they are designed, moreover, as ‘a refuge and a covert from storm 
and rain.” For most of us there is more storm and rain in life than sun. 
shine. When the winds blow, and the skies are dark, and the traveller 
is frost-bound in the icy grip of winter, how uncongenial it is outside | 
Those who are wretched and unhappy have particular reason to fee! 
this. Buffeted by the storms of life, the unfortunate class know to their 
cost what it is to be thrown upon the mercies of an inhospitable world 
While they could laugh, the world was ready enough to laugh with them . 
now that they cry, they are left to cry alone. They call for help, no one 
answers; they stretch forth the hand, no-one grasps it; they

once knew know them no more, those whom in happier times

Palestinian Immigration. 
NOTICE TO INTENDING TRAVELLERS. 
The Zionist Organisation issues the following : 


Under the existing immigration regulations, the following persons are 


entitled to receive permits on application to the nearest British Consul or 
passport Authority : 


(1) Persons proceeding for a visit not exceeding three months; 


pee 3) Persons who can show that they have in their possession 


(3) Retarning residents. 


The following persons are entitled to receive their permits only after 
the Consul to whom they have applied has obtained special authorisation 
from the Government of Palestine : 

(1) Members of professions who intend to follow their calling in 

Palestine ; 

(2) Wives, children and other relatives who are wholly dependent 
upon residents in Palestine ; 

(3) Persons of religious occupation ; 

(4) Persons with deiinite prospects of employment in Palestine 

with specified employers or enterprises. p 

Intending travellers to Palestine should, in filling up their application 
forms to the British Consuls or passport authorities, state definitely to 
which of these categories they belong. For example, a person in 
possession of £500 who is going to join his relatives in Palestine should, 
in answer to the question, “ What is the reason of your journey”’” reply: 
“To live on my means of £500,” instead of “To join my relatives.” Or 
again, a person proceeding on behalf of a firm for a visit of three months 
should say “ lor a visit of three months,” and not “On behalf of my firm.” 
This warning is rendered necessary, as many cases have occurred of late 
where applicants giving inadequate information have had their applica 
tions altogether refused or definitely deferred, the passport Authorities 


not being in the habit of making further enquiries from the applicants 
before giving their decision. 


The Hebrew University of Palestine. 
APPEAL FOR FACULTY OF ARTS. 


An appeal for the opening of the Faculty of Arts of the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem has been issued by a Provisional Committee, 
consisting of Achad Ha’am, Chairman; Mr. David Yellin, Vice-Chairman ; 
and Mr, E. Ben-Yehuda, Secretary; the remaining members being Mr. 
M. Ussishkin, Professor Otto Warburg, Dr. J. Klausner, Professor Pick, 
and Dr. Meyer. 

The appeal refers to the fact that although nearly four years have 
clapsed since the laying by Professor Weizmann of the foundation stone 
of the University, it has not yet been established. In consequence 
of the delay in the creation of the Hebrew University, scholars 
of other nations have stepped into the breach, and are setting up 
Universities of their own in Jerusalem. A group of English, French, 
and American intellectuals, without waiting until they have raised the 
funds required for a complete University, have resolved to open, at the 
beginning of the new academic year, a Faculty of Higher Oriental Studies 
in Jerusalem, for which they bave already appointed a Dean and 
Professors. The Arabs are also taking steps to form a University. 

The appeal calls attention to the danger to which Palestinian Jewish 
youths wlll be exposed if, in their thirst for knowledge, they are obliged 
to seek it from alien sources, and points out that that would very much 
hinder the spread of Hebrew as a vernacular. For these reasons, the 
Committee feels convinced that the time has come to open the Faculty of 
Arts at the beginning of the coming academic year, and it therefore 
appeals for funds for this purpose. | 

Finally, the appeal points out that by attracting students and scholars 
from abroad, this Faculty will be of a practical and economic advantage, 
since the influx of population will create a source of income for many 
families. 


Jewish Jerusalem (the appeal concludes) is expected to be a large and rich 
city, whose inhabitants will derive a respectable living by their work, but the 
source of its greatness and wealth will undoubtedly be principally intellectual 
work, and the opening of the Faculty of Arts will be a source of blessing, for it 
moves also in this direction, 


Mr. David Yellin, Vice-Chairman of the Committee, is at present in 
London, where he will call a meeting of scholars to forma committee to 
deal with the work of this Faculty, and to endeavour to raise funds for 
the Budget of the Institution. He has been successfal in interesting 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild in the scheme, who has agreed to contribute

they feasted flee from their presence. Harsh looks, harsher 
words are the lot and portion of those who stand most in need of the 
world’s sympathy. The poor are made to feel that poverty is indeed a 
crime. Yet it is well with them if they bave a home to go to, however 
humble, when they are overtaken by the unfriendly darkness of night, a 
covert.to which they can flee from the raging storm without, a refuge 
where they may be sure of a kindly greeting and a warm welcome, which 
the cold-hearted world outside denies them ; aroof-tree which its inmates 
will build up anew, though it has been overthrown by the sharp winds of 
adversity. Our festive tabernacle is partly open to the skies, so that we 
may see the stars shining above. We need so to build our homes, or 
construct them anew, that we can look out from (them and see the 
gracious heavens above enfolding us in their protecting love. Faith, love, 
and hope are the virtues by which our domestic life must be sustained if 
itis to prove to us a refage and a covert from the storms that rage 
without. The men build the tabernacle, the women ornament it, and 
even the children lend their loving help in beautifying it. It is a picture 
of family concord which teaches us how the frailest hut, the humblest 
home, may be “for a shadow in the day-time from the heat and a refuge 
and a covert from storm and rain.”

Attack on Jewish Colony. 
COMMUNAL EWECTIONS AT HAIFA. 


(From our Correspondent.) 


JERUSALEM. 

An attack was made recently by Arab raiders on the Jewish colony 
Nveshanon., [fortunately no-one was injured by the firing, and the 
timely arrival of Laoglish police dispersed the attackers. As a result of 
Jewish representations to the Jaffa authorities, a strong force of Jewish 
and Arab police has been stationed at Nveshanon. 

The Jewish communal elections at Haifa have resulted inthe return 
to the Executive of eight Sephardim, seven Labour members, two non- 
party candidates, and one orthodox representative. 


The Mizrachi and the Keren Hayesod. 
RESIGNATION OF DR. SCHONFELD. 


Rabbi Dr. V. Schoafeld, a member of the Executive of the Mizrachi 
World Organisation, and Director of Orthodox Education in Palestine, has 
retired from office. In connection with this step, be has issued a state- 
ment, of which the following is an extract :— 


When I agreed to become a member of the Executive of the Mizrachi 
World Organisation, and undertook the responsibility for the direction of 
orthodox education in Palestine, the Mizrachi was a self-contained 
body. Although a part of the Zionist Organisation, it was only so for 
political reasons, both internal and external, in the main to keep upa 
united front in our people's struggle for the Holy Land. As far as activi- 
ties in Eretz Yisrael were concerned, the Mizrachi was an independent 
Organisation. It had its own budget with its own funds, 

From the day the Keren Hayesod became the financial instrument 
of the Zionist Organisation, and the Mizrachi in all countries threw itself, 
body and soul, into its service, the whole aspect of our work has changed. 
{n their devotion to the Keren Hayesod, Mizrachists have entirely 
forgotten their duty towards their own Organisation. In vain have the 
Executive sent out call after call during the last eighteen months to 
remind the branches of their duties; the Keren Hayesod took away all 
their energies. Our own life began slowly but surely to cease. 

To be sure, the Mizrachi was and is being compensated to a certain 
extent, grudgingly and inadequately though, from the Keren Hayesod 
for its financial losses. Nothing, however, will compensate a body for 
the loss of its lifeblood and conscious existence which are sure to die 
away if the present system continues for any length of time. 

These considerations have brought my colleagues and myself, time and 
again, face to face with the unavoidable step of resignation. Our sense of 
responsibility towards the offices we held, and the love of the work in 
the Holy Land have, however, always prevailed. At the Carlsbad Confer- 
ence at last I, for my part, found myself compelled to resign. My 
fellow-delegates persuaded me to postpone this step until I had given 
it further serious consideration. I have done so, and my decision is 
unchanged. 

As heretofore, I am deeply convinced that the underlying principle of 
the Mizrachi istrue and sound. In these times, pregnant with such great 
happenings for our psople, a united front in our political undertakings is 
of supreme importance. But the principles of Jewish Tradition for 
which the Mizrachi stands are—to say the least not less important. 
{If the individuality of the Mizrachi, and consequently its principles 
are in jeopardy, as I believe they are at present, | felt it my duty to 
regain my freedom of action. 

The World Congress of Jewry which is to be convened within reason- 
able time will, I hope, create the united platform for the whole of Jewry, 
to participate in the rebuilding of Zion, and at the same time restore to 
Traditional Judaism its vigour and independence to work freely and un- 
hampered for its ideals within an undivided Israel. To be a humble 
worker in that great cause will for ever remain the chief purpose of my life,

THANKSGIVING PRAYER AUTHORISED BY CHIEF BABBI. 


The following form of prayer and thanksgiving for the pypeenn by 
the League of Nations of thc British Mandate to establish in Palestine a 
National Home for the Jewish People, bas been authorised by the Qbief 
Rabbi to be used in all synagogues on Shemini Lisere’ (to-morrow 


week ):— 
TEXT OF THE PRAYER. 


Awake, awake, put on thy strength, O Zion; put on thy beautiful 
garments, O Jerusalem, thy holy city. Violence shail no more be heard 
in thy land, desolation nor destruction witbin thy borders ; but thou shalt 
call thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise. And they shall build the 
old wastes, they shall raise up the former desolations, and they shall 
renew the waste cities, the desolations of many generations. 

Thus saith the Lord, In an acceptable time have | answered thee, 
and in a day of salvation have I helped thee; and | will preserve thee, 
and give thee for a covenant of the people, to raise up the Jand, to make 
them inherit the desolate heritages. And the nations shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy glory, and thou shalt be called by a new 
name, which the mouth of the Lord shallname. And alli thy children 
shall be taught of the Lord; and great shall be the peace of thy children. 

And in that day shall ye say: Give thanks unto the Lord, proclaim 
His name, declare His doings among the peoples, make mention that His 
nime is exalted. For His anger is but for a moment; His favour is fora 
lifetime : weeping may tarry for thé night, but joy cometh in the morning. 
For the Lord hath comforted Zion; He hath comforted all her waste 
places, and hath made ber wilderness like Lden, and her desert like the 
garden of the Lord; joy and gladness shall be found therein, thanksgiving, 
and the voice of melody.

“That is why the Zionist Organisation must remain the Jewish Agency. 
ot because we wish to usurp the position, but because we cannot leave 
deserted. When other bodies come forward in earnest, when they can 
il us what funds they can and will raise, how many immigrants they 
ill bring into the country, in brief what their Nadan will be, then we 
iall yield a place to them and give them political, in addition to their 
yonomic, power, inside the Jewish Agency.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


In yesterday's Jewish Worlda correspondent writes on Jewish Societies 
and State Insurance. He points out that in the non-Jewish organisa- 
tions there is frequent lamentation over declining membership, loss of 
interest, and general decay, due, so it is asserted, to the influence of the 
State scheme. It isa comforting fact that such views are not held in the 
Jewish Friendly Society movement, The manner in which the Jewish 
Societies adapted themselves to the State scheme without its injuring the 
old voluntary movementis remarkable. Thecorrespondent discussed the 
question with Mr. H. S. Schildkraunt, General Secretary of the Order 
Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham, whose knowiedge of Friendly Society 
and Health Insurance problems is considerable and gives his views. 
Mr. Schildkraut acts as Hon. Secretary of the Jewish group for valuation 
purposes. The valuations as at December 3ist, 1918, have now been 
completed, and, strictly speaking, the Group should be dormant. Bat if 
action were required, there is no reason why the group should not meet. 
This group, though primarily existing for the purpose of the uniform 
working of valuation results in the Jewish approved societies, could, if 
supported by its constituents, take action on Many matters ¢.g. convales- 
cent treatment, particularly for women, and for improved administrative 
methods. The justification of the Group is to secure a Jewish sickness 
experience, which wonld serve the purpose of an actuarial table for 
valuation purposes. To-day the Jewish societies are valued on the 
experience of the Manchester Unity of Oddfellows and of the general 
population, which is always in excess, as far as sickness is concerned, of 
Jewish experience. 

The future of State Insurance may be changed considerably by the 
amalgamation of Health and Unemployment Insurance, now the subject 
of enquiry by the Departmental Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Sir Alfred Watson, the Government Actuary. Its interim report already 
indicates that the problem of amalgamation is an exceedingly complicated 
one. Mr. Schildkraut raised one question which ought to be borne in 
mind if and when a Bill is presented. In connection with the exclusion 
of aliens from uncovenanted benefit, he is strongly of opinion that Jewish 
organisations ought to take advantage of any future legislation to presg 
for a provision to be inserted restricting the Minister's power to mak 
regulations, and thus to treat a!l contributors as the original Acts intended®e 
whether Unemp oyment or Health.

Seventy-one families were on the register, besides a larger number of casuals 
than usual, who were served each evening with a meal. In consequence of the 
continued stagnation in trade, a large number of unemployed were driven to 
seek relief, and at each distribution between 75 and 100 meals were served to 
the Gentile poor. In accordance with their usual practice, the Committee 
issued 1,000 tickets for distribution among the poor, entitling them to participate 
in the benefits of the Soup Kitchen. In all 14,601 loaves and 4,560 galions of 
soup were given away, The proceeds of the twenty-second annual conversazione, 
organised by the Entertainment Committee, amouuted to over £277, and was a 
welcome addition to the funds. The ¢ mmittee expresses ite thanks to the 
Entertainment Committee for the amount, which represents the bulk of the 


income. The Committee also expresses its gratitude to the ladies who assisted 
at the distributions, and to the subscribers for their support. 


Ha-ivri Hebrew School.

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Jacobs's: A Fantasy.

Abe Jacobs mounted the well-worn steps of the bustling “ Ha’penny 
Change,” for it was Monday morning, advance guard of a week of renewed 
responsibilities. He was humming one of the ear-haunting ditties of the day, 
and seemed mightily pleased with himself and with the world in general. For 
the matter of that, there was precious little reason why he shouldn’t have 
been. 

A typical cockney Israelite with an ever-open eye for a good proposition, 
his interests now centred upon wardrobes—the cast-off garments of that 
favoured class regarded collectively and simply as “the well-to-do.” 
There were few articles not purchasable at Jacobs's stall, a very multum 
in parvo of an open-air emporium. The marvel was where they came from, 
these hunting boots and dinner jackets, glossy silk hats and Parisian millinery. 
His stock epitomised human fads and fancies, mirrored the barometric changes 
of so-called fashion. A thing to marvel at was his adaptability. He would 
rig you up for a fancy dress ball and display a regard for detail that would 
amaze you. Others might be guilty of ignorance and anachronism by suggest- 
ing Georgian sword with Tudor hose. But not he. Some uncanny intuition 
seemed to preserve him from like sartorial incongruities. 

The very eagerness of Jacobs to satisfy a client, to complete for him the 
most heart-breaking commissions, singled him out as a rather exceptional 
young man, even for an individual whose schooling ceased at ten years of 
age, and whose experience of the world had been more replete with kicks 
than with ha’pence—until Dame Fortune just ventured to smile. 

Originally apprenticed to a cigar manufacturer, Jacobs discovered his 
economic progress to be distressingly slow; the long hours in the pungent 
atmosphere of tobacco leaves deadened his thinking faculty, made him 
drowsy, discontented, and more eager than ever to be his own master. The 
time came when the héavy-footed years of apprenticeship drew to their close. 
The world stretched out before him; the cigar-maker’s bench knew him no 
more. 

He took to the wardrobe industry as a schnorrer to a simcha, though his 
early efforts were decidedly inauspicious, for his capital was small, his industry 
iMimitable. Three beaver hats of varying degrees of antiquity represented 
the first-fruits of his business explorations, and mighty proud he was of them, 
their dejected appearance notwithstanding. A little judicious brushing, a 
new hatband apiece, the expert application of a heated iron, and they glistened 
as the face of a choir-boy on a Sabbath morning. At a profit of two hundred 
per cent. this rejuvenated headwear changed owners. Jacobs grew bolder, 
but to the end of his days those three beaver hats held fast in his memory. 
Were it not for the views of polite society, no crest would have pleased him 
quite so much as three beaver hats abreast, ‘* Excelsior” at their crown, 
“ Mazaltob”’ at the brim. His was the pride of the self-made man. But 
convention has to be reckoned with! 

Jacobs's progressed apace. The business grew faster than the proprietor 
had ever dreamed. The modest stall in the “ Ha’penny Change” had 
Blossomed into a great emporium, where one might obtain anything in the way 
of guises and disguises--from a Guardsman’s uniform to the tinselled array 
of a Columbine. Not that Jacobs had not merited this phenomenal advance- 
ment. He possessed sagacity above the average, had worked hard and in- 
dustriously, and, notwithstanding the claims of his business concern, was 
fully mindful of the needs of his humbler co-religionists. Indeed, it was 
averred that a schnorrer could gain access to his sanctum with greater facility 
than the smartest ‘‘ commercial.”” His was the heart of a child. He spelled 
Rachnianuth with a capital R, and well the schnorrers knew it. His fame as 
a model philanthropist spread far beyond the ample walls of Jacobs’s, and 
*tis whispered the Board of Guardians seriously discussed the question of 
an injunction. They warned him, his friends, that he would regret the day 
he embarked on the career of charity administrator. He only smiled. 
And so I think did the schincrrers; but their smiles were reserved for the 
seclusion of their sleeves. 

In the host of beneficiaries of all ages and nationalities—among them, 
it grieves me to add, not a few pious frauds—Shloume Benjamin stood out 
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cameo clear. In all the ranks of the genus mendicant there were none 
like unto Shloume Benjamin. There was an indefinable something about 
him that marked him as distinct from the garden variety of the London 
schnorrer. He seemed to convey the impression that by assisting him alony 
the thorny road of life, you were honouring yourself and paying in advance fo; 
a reserved seat in Paradise. Old Shloume at sixty was as persistent and as 
irresponsible as young Shloume at forty. Whether he had ever engaged in 
manual labour was an open question. Certain it is that his mental apparatus 
seemed in full working order, a circumstance that might be traceable to the 
huge quantities of snuff that he inhaled with the air of a courtier. 

Shloume was a sort of family retainer. So Abraham paid the weekly 
dole “ for luck,” and Shloume offered the weekly blessing with monotonous 
regularity. ‘“‘ Shloume’s money * became a sort of a habit with the costumier 
though the indefinite cash value of the weekly blessing was a source ot 
occasional perplexity. If you knew Shloume you knew the tragedy of Israe! 
in essence, for he personified hope and failure, the material and the ideal, the 
dreamer and the man of action. 

His cronies regarded him.as “a bit of a mystery,” and Shloume main- 
tained the illusion. His great-grandfather was known to have been an 
amateur Kabbalist, a lowly and disappointed disciple of the illustrious Dc 
Falk ; to have devoted a lifetime to an attempt to fill cellars and larders by 
mystic incantations. It seemed that Shloume had inherited something of tho 
mystery, but little of the energy, of his dead-and-gone progenitor. There 
was, however, a sageness in his utterances that compelled attention. His 
brown eyes seemed ever to be peering into the mists of the future. You 
might have imagined him, in his picturesque attire, an Elijah come to carth 
again, though surely Elijah would have affected aclean collar! Indeed, the 
quaintness of his attire added to, rather than detracted from, the interest 
of his personality. It mattered not that one boot was black and the other 
brown; that his coat was fastened with a shoe string; that his 7'siteith had 
a queer habit of peeping from behind his tie. 


Jacobs would patiently listen to him week after week, though Shloume’s 
compliments were occasionally embarrassing. He had, in fact, regarded 
himself as the mascot of the firm, and his dole as a certain passport to pros- 
perity. When the great emporium had come into existence, the old man 
fairly capered with joy. Ah,” he said, cast thy bread upon the waters. . .” 
And Aby thenceforth doubled his dole ! 

Now it happened one day, when the world seemed rosy, and the orders 
were rolling in faster then he could execute them, that Shloume became more 
voluble, and certainly more serious, than ever. The costumier ascribed it 
to a rising thermometer, but the schnorrer would not be snubbed. 

“Mr. Jacobs,” he said, ‘“ this little shop of yours is nothing to what 
it's going to be.” Jacobs regarded him with twinkling eyes. 

Yes,” he added. You can smile. You're destined for bigger things 
yet. This little shop of yours will go into a corner of the place )ou will have 
one day. Shouldn’t be surprised to see you Lerd Mayor of London, though 
it won't be in my day.” 

“Is Shloume also among the prophets?”’’ The schnorrer disregarded 
the interjection. ‘* It'll all come true—true as the Torah. But ’’—and here 
he held up a grubby forefinger—‘* the moment you forget your people, the 
moment your religion ceases to interest you, then will come the evil hour. 
Nothing can stop it.” 

‘“ Meshugga? No, Mr. Jacobs. Besides,"I'd hardly quarrel with my 
bread and butter. It'll all come true. See!” 

The schnorrer disappeared, Jacobs turned to his ledgers, and ascribed 
the outburst of his recent caller to the incidence of ninety in the shade. . . . 


They guarded their origin as jealously as life, though the secret 
was no secret to thefew. ‘ Jacobs’s”’ to-day is synonymous with daring and 
originality in businese enterprise. The huge édifice in the opulent west 
rs a township in miniature, within whose perfumed halls one might purchase 
anything from a bath-tub to a limousine, and both at rock-bottom prices.

Ihave heard of another Jewish *‘ radical’’ intimating that now 
that the Jewish religion is being persecuted in Soviet Russia, he intendod 
not only to fast Yom Kippur but would even go to shool. 


These are, of course, exceptional cases, but they are typical ani are 
only some of the excuses. that some Jews think they have to offer for 
being drawn by the magnetic or, as some maintain, the awe-inspiring 
force. It may be that if Yom Kippur has gained in influence in the 
past few years, it is due to the general religious tendencies brovcht 
about by the war. This is certainly the case with a certain section of 
the Jews in the East End, who had at one time drifted entir iy 
from Judaism, were even antagonistic to it, but who have since 
returned to couservative Judaism. Less than a decade ago, large Yiddish 
posters used to announce with vulgar defiance that on Jiosh Mashinuh a 
number of speakers would enlighten anybody that wished to be enlighteucd 
about the hypocrisy of the Jewish. religion, or that.a special Kol 
was beingorganised. In fact, there hardly passeda Aippur without 
scenes of disturbances as a result of enconaters between the Jewish 
(so-called) socialists, anarchists, freethinkers—they were all synonym. us in 
those days—andorthodox Jews, the latterlosing patience with the aggre ssi ve 
profanity of the former, That, happily, is a thing of the past. Jewish 
Labour to-day contains numerous conservative Jews, and Jewish soci! ists 
in London as well asin New York, where a similar state existed, are as 
shocked to-day on hearing that Bolshevik Jews in Soviet -Russia are 
persecuting the Jewish religion and making demonstrations before (ie 
synagogues, as are the most orthodox of Jews. 

There is, however. another aspect which must not be overlooke: in 
conuection with the increased iviluence of Yom Aippur. One cannot 
help thinking that the wider observance of that dav is at the expense 
of other observances. It is much more convenient to keep but one day 
in the year than to be “ bothered,” as many Jews pot it, with other 
matters vital to Judaism. It is a great thing that, there is stil! one Usy 
in the vear that draws all classes of Jews together, but it will be 4 
most dangerous state of affairs if that day comes to any general extent 
to be made the ouly basis of Judaism.

nations shall come to seek the Lord of Hosts in Jerusalem, and to 
pray before the Lord. Thus saith the Lord of Hosts: In those days it 
shall come to pass: that ten men shall take hold out of all languages of 
the nations, even shall take hold of the skirt of him that is a Jew, 
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saying: We will go with you, for we have heard that God is with you.” 
(Zechariah viii., 22, 23.) 


A PASSIVE ROLE. 


Our role, as conceived by the prophets, is therefore to be a passive 
one, so far as missionising is concerned. We are to pursue justice and 
follow righteousness, and the nations will come to us without our 
seeking them. One does know of many people adopting Judaism. 
Dr. Israel Abrahams once wrote “One must not forget that all con- 
versions are, in @ sense, the result of accident. The right mind 
comes under the right influence and the right effect is produced. Bub 
it will always be something of an accident for the right people to be 
thrown together.” Personally, lam very suspicious of alli “ religious 
conversions.” I always look fer some materialistic motive, and I 
don’t believe in ‘ minds” and “ influences” and “ effects.” 


THE THREE CONVERTS. 


I recall the story of the three converted Jews who metac sidentally 
and exchanged confidences. The first explained that he had adopted 
Christianity to help him in business and evade an anti-Jewish boy- 
cott; the second said that he became converted to remove the bar to 
his obtaining a University professorship; the third said that he was 
convinced of the truths of Christianity. ‘“‘ Bah!” exclaimed the other 
two, “tell that to the Goyim!” This story doas not, perhaps, show up 
the Jew in a particularly good light, but it illustrates what a lot of 
humbug is associated with missions. 


WHAT WOULD THEY Say? 


At the same time I feel that a Jewish mission to the Christians 
might do some good if only asa mirror. If the Christian missionaries 
were to hear and see their own methods employed against themselves 
they might think twice about it. In this district there are quite a 
number of missions to the Jews, all preaching a diffarent shade of 
Christianity.
